After all, this is a society organized along lines so alien to 
America’s that a McDonald's restaurant in Moscow 
has been accompanied by planning and economic life-support 
arrangements worthy of a mission to the moon. 

It is worth spe however, that many in the Soviet 
Union believe that the oaly real choice mav be all or nothing: 
full economic and political freedom or the possibility of a 
return to conservatism.
